"The Ragsdale family was settled at an early day in 
Henrico County. Godfrey Ragsdale lived in Bristol Parish, 
Henrico Comty on the north side of Appomattox River in the 
vicinity of the Falls.’ 13 Jan. 1688 Godfrey Ragsdale had 
patent for 450 acres of land on north side Appomattox River 
Henrico County beginning at the river side, 300 acres vart 
thereof granted to Thomas Causey by patent dated 10 April 
1641 and hy him sold to John Buster by feed 6.0ct. 1641 and 
by said Buster sold by deed ddted 25 ‘eb. 1642 to Godfrey 
Ragsdale father of the present possessor, end 150 acres 
part thereof of the former’ ground. (Register Land Office 
Vol. 6, p. 211). 9 Nov. 1679 Godfrey Ragsdale of Bristol 
Parish Henrico County sold to Thomas Batte Sr. of the sane 
Parish end County 50 acres on the north side of Appamattox 
River left to said Ragsdale by the will of John Coolmey of 
Henrizo dated 1646. Godfrey Ragsdale owned lands on North 
side of Appamattox River (About Old Town Creek in present 
Chesterfield County) in 1697 (See Deed Btevhen Cocke to 
Peter Jones, 1 Feb. 16, 1697). Will of Godfrey (G.R. his 
mark) Ragsdale of Bristol Parish ilenrieo County dated 70

land on Middle Bluestone Creek, in Mecklenburg iounty, to se- 
sure the payment of a debt of 78 pounds sterling.

This William Ragsdale was, in an probability, the 
Revolutionary soldier of that name. Report of the State

Some of the Ragsdales came to Lunenburg County, Virginia 
certainly as early as 1750, for in that year we find John 
Ragsdale, Senr., charged with two tithes on the list of 
Richard Witton, and John Ragsdale, Junr., charged with three 
tithes on the same list.
